The registry assessors, Mrs. L. 
H. Cockrill, Airs. J I. Murray and 
Mrs. Mary Livingston, will sit at 
the polls this Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, September 4 and 5, to 
register voters not on the bor- 
ough lists, from 1 1 A. M . to 4 
P. M. and fnmi T 1\ M. to 10 
P. M. 

The polls are located as fol- 
ows : District Xo. 1 , fire house ; 
District Xo. 2, Xarberth Xational 
Bank ; District Xo. ;), Scout 
house. This is the last opportun- 
ity for voters to have their names 
put on the lists so as to be eligible 
to vote at the November election. 

The three election districts ap- 
ply only to people within the Bor- 
ough of Narberth. Voters who 
reside in Xarberth, but who are 
technically in Lower Merion (as 
for example, on the south side of 
Haverford avenue above Xar- 
berth avenue) are subject to the 
township's regulations. 

The qualifications of voters are 
again listed for the benefit of new 
residents, and those just coming 
of age. 

They must be 21 years of age. 

They shall have been citizens of 
the L^nited States at least one 
month. 

They shall have resided in the 
State one year (or having previ- 
ously been qualified electors or 
native-born citizens of the State 
moved therefrom and returned, 
then six months), immediately 
preceding the election. 

They shall have resided in the 
election district, precinct or di- 
vision, where they offer to vote at 
least two months .(not (>0 days) 
immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 

If 22 years of age and upwards, 
they shall have paid within two 
years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least 
two months and paid at least one 
month before the November elec- 
tion or any time before the pri- 
mary election. 

If over 21 years of age and less 
than 22 at the date of election 
they can vote without having paid 
a tax by making affidavit as to 
their age and if residing in a city 
having been registered.

From $1 to $1.50 P Effec- 
tive Tomorrow. 



ERB GIVES NEW LIST 



Service connection charges, which 
apply when a telephone is con- 
nected or moved or when there is a 
change in the type of instrument, 
have been substantially reduced by 
the Bell Telephone Company of 
Pennsylvania for all residences and 
for certain classes of business tele- 
phones, according to G. K. Erb, 
Main Line manager for the com- 
pany at Ardmore. The new rates 
become effective tomorrow and rep- 
resent a reduction of approximately 
$250,000 annually. 

The new schedules provide for

Br.lcynar Rotarians Hear Expert on 
Liability Insurance. 

Liability insurance* % as a protec- 
tion for business men in all lines 
of work was urged Tuesday upon 
members of the Bala-Cynwyd, 
Xarberth Rotary Club by C. F.
